MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 6—Cases of 
poisoning from eating smoked white fish 
continue to be reported. The only deaths 
that have. occurred. thus far have taken 
place at Merrill, Wis., where Albert Rad- 
loff and a man whose name is not given 
succumbed to the insidious virus. Radloff’s 
father and two children of the family are 
very ill from eating the fish. 

Twenty-five cases of poisoning are re- 
ported at Merrill. Four more cases are re- 


reported here to-day. The victims are Theo- 
dore Suhr, his wife and two children.

FOREIGNER IN OFFICE. 


Mayor Gleason Served Six Years Be- 
fore Being Naturalized.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—Patrick Jerome 
Gleason, for -six years and nine months 


Mayor of Long Istand City, has been a citi- 


zen of the Unfted States for just six days. 
This fact is attested by papers filed in the 
Office of the Clerk of the United States 


Court for the Southern District of Basted 
York in this city on Sept. 29 last. ren 

Mr. Gleason’s own acknowledgment, he has 
been a subject of the Queen of Great 
Britain and Ireland and the Empress of 
India up to Tuesday of last week, when he 
foreswore allegiance to the crown and 
383 to uphold the constitution of the 

nited States. 

Mr. Gleason is net only holding office as 
the Mayor of Long Island City, but he 
figures as one of the Gold Democratic elec- 
tors for the State of New York on the 
Palmer and Buckner ticket. The position 
in which Long Island City’s big Mayor finds 
himself by his own confession is a peculiar 
one. It will cause many of his enemies to 
rise up and remark: “I told yo so.” It 
will not bring joy even to his most ardent 
supporters. 

It must be said in justice to Mayor Glea- 
son that he has all along maintained that 
he was naturalized in the Superior Court of 
the City of New York in 1867, but upon his 
sworn allegation that he was born in Ire- 
and that he came to America 
in 1862, being at that time a minor. 

Whatever the effect may be of this dis- 
closure, it is not believed that it will affect 
the validity of Mr. Gleason’s acts as Mayor. 
He has been the de facto Ma or, it is 
claimed, whether he had a right to the 
office or not, and his bond issues and other 
official acts will stand.

GENSE GLERK 


MUTES GET A MARRIAGE LICENSE 
FOR ANOTHER COUPLE. 


THE STORY OF JOHN I. GILL. 


He Tells With His Pencil of a 
Romance Among Unfortunates 
Which Looks a Little Indiscreet. 


Here is another proof of the old adage 
that still waters run deep, provided a story 
communicated by John I. Gill of 4649 Eas- 
ton avenue, a mute, about a mute couple 
who procured a marriagé license a short 
time ago, is correct in its details. 

The communicative gentleman, who is a 
saddler in the employ of Hayden & Allen 
at 510 North Main street, unfolded his story 
at the marriage license office Tuesday 
morning. The burden of it was that a 
license issued on Sept. 21 in the names of 
William Williams and Jessie Gillaspie, both 
of 215 Benton street, was not procured by 
the couple in person, but Peter Studen- 
bordt and a Mrs. Mandville, Both of the 
latter are mutes. They received $25. from 
Williams for their trouble. The first couple 
are not mutes. 

The necessity for double-dealing, Gill ex- 
plained, was due to the fact that Williams 
was but 19 and Miss Gillaspie 16 years old, 
and the parents of the latter objected to the 
match. 

Having procured a license the, mutes 
turned it over to Williams and Miss Gillas- 
pie and they were married at 210 Benton 
street, according to Gill 

Then they went to 133 City, and, ac- 
cording to Gill, their parents were none the 
wiser until after it was all over. Gill states 
that the wedding occurred at 210 Benton 
street, and the ceremony was performed by 
a Speaking“ preacher. 

Mrs. Mandville herself had no use for 
a license, Gill declared, because her hus- 
band was still living, was in the City Hos- 
pital at the time and is still there. He 
is also a mute. 

The exposure of the wiles of the deaf 
and dumb couple came through the con- 
structive loquacity of one of them. Accord- 
ing to Gill he met Studenbordt last Fri- 
day and the latter, by means of the mute 
alphabet, told him that he had cheated 
all the deaf mutes about Williams, making 
them think that Williams was a deaf mute. 
Also that he and Mrs. Mandville had se- 

cured the license and all had gone off 

Gill 248.4 in the pencil and paper con- 
versation with a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
that he did not like to see Stubenbordt cheat 
anyone so that he decided to reveal the plot. 
Gill was highly indignant at the duplicity 
of his fellow mute, but made some very hi- 
larious remarks on paper about the manner 
in which Charles Bilhartz and John Dieter- 
ing, in charge of the Marriage License De- 
pariment, had been taken in. 

Gill also added with a show of humor that 
Mrs. Mandville had in a measure cheated her 
poor sick husband, who knew nothing of the 
entire proceeding. 

The place of residence of Studenbordt and 
Mrs. Mandville was unknown to Gill. He 
stated that he used to know Mrs. Mand- 
ville in Kansas City and that she came to 
St. Louis last May. 

Studenbordt, he stated, used to work at 
a dye-house on Chestnut street, between 
Sixth and Seventh. A Post-Dispatch re- 
porter who visited the place found iy sim- 
ilar to a deaf mute asylum. There were 
five men in the plage, four of them mutes. 
One of the latter was Harry Berwin of 
15244 Wash street, who stated that he 
knew both Studenbordt and Mrs, Mand- 
ville, but the latter only slightly. Studen- 
bordt had left the shop about a month ago. 
Berwin was familiar with the affair, he 
stated, and seemed vastly amused. 

The couple who secured the license in 
question swore that their names were re- 
spectively William Williams and Jessie Gil- 
laspie. To a Post-Dispatch reporter who 
interviewed them at the time, the man 
calling himself Williams stated that he and 
his alleged prospective bride resided in the 
same house, the supposed Miss Williams 
having come from Cincinnati to live with 
her uncle and aunt about two years before. 
The alleged Williams stated that the wed- 
ding would take place just as soon as they 
could reach the residence of a Rev. Lewis, 
who was a “speaking’’ preacher 

As Gill left the reporter he indicated 
by gestures that he intended to punch Stu- 
denbordt’s face next time he met him. 

When asked if his indignation was due 
to a frustrated desire to wed Miss Gillas- 
pie himself, he replied with a deprecatory 
gesture and negative shake of the 
head. Then the wrote on a piece of paper:

WARSHIP NEWARK ON GUARD. 


The Government Trying Hard to

an filibustering steamer Dauntless put to 
sea this morning, with the revenue cutter 
Boutwell close behind, under orders to see 
that she did not stop in the St. Johns River 
to take on any of the arms or munitions 
which are stored on the Sisters’ Creek, near 
the mouth of the river. 

Before leaving port the Captain of the 
cutter notfied the Captain of the Dauntless 
that if ae made any attempt to run away 
from the cutter while within the maritime 
jurisdiction of the United States, he would 


sink her. 

The Captain of the Dauntless reported to 
the Collector of Customs that he was going 
to Brunswick to pull off the sand bar sev- 
eral vessels that were driven ashore by 
the recent storm. The Collector gave the 
Dauntless permission to leave port under 
escort of the cutter, but gave positive orders 
that she should not be allowed to leave if 
she took on board an extra supply of coal 
— been placed in sacks ready for ship- 
men 

The coal was not on the wharf, but as soon 
as the Dauntless left port the owner of the 
steamer had the coal shipped by rail to 
Fernandina. The captain of the Dauntless 
is now under bond for carrying out an 
expedition from Brunswick on Aug. 12, It 
is reported as almost a certainty that the 
Dauntless will go to Fernandina, take on a 
supply of coal and then go to meet the 
Laurada and transfer the men and cargo 
from the Laurada to Cuba. 

The United States man-of-war Newark ar- 
rived off the St. John’s bar Monday night 
with instructions to follow three vessels, 
the Dauntless, the Commodore and the 
Three Friends, if they should cross the bar. 
The Newark left Key West under sealed 
orders on Saturday and yesterday the com- 
mander of the Boutwell received informa- 
tion that the Newark would assist in watch- 
ing the alleged filibustering fleet. 

The Captain of the Commodore has ap- 
plied to the Collector of the Port for per- 
mission to put to sea, as he has been re- 
quested by Maj. Sackett of the United 
States Engineer Corps at St. Augustine, 
to go to Gilbert’s Bar and tow a Government 
dredge to Cape Florida. Collector Bizbee 
has not yet granted the permission, as he 
has instructions from e Treasury De- 
partment not to grant the Commodore 
clearance papers until further orders. 

One of the owners of the Commodore to- 
day informed the Collector that the steamer 
was going to sea_and that if the cutter 
Boutwell attempted to stop the Commodore 
the cutter would better load with solid 
shot for they did not intend to be bulldozed

POPULISTS GET THE HOUSE. 


Democrats Take Congress, State Sena- 
tors and Other Officers and the 
Combine Will Elect U. S. Senator.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 6—A meeting 
of the Executive Committees of the Demo- 
cratic and Populist State Central Commit- 
tees has itt been concluded here, with 
the result that several important matters 
have been decided upon-regarding the com- 
ing State ticket as fused between: these 
parties. 


Hon. Herman E. Taubeneck, Chairman of 
the Populist Committee, announces that he 
has received the resignations of Populist 
nominees for Congress Jacob C of 
Farina, Eighteenth Congressional District; 
John C. Tanquary of McLeansboro, Twen- 
tieth Congressional District. John J. Sew- 


| ell of Marshall, in the Nineteenth Congres- 


sional District, will hand in his resigna- 
tion this week. 

The resignations of the following mi- 
nees for Board of Equalization are also re- 
ceived: F. Morse of Pocahontas in the 
Eighteenth Congressional District, and W. 
S. Chaney of Belle Rive of the Twentieth 
Congressional District. 

Resignations of the following nominees 
for the State Senate are also announced by 
Chairmah Taubeneck: Nathaniel S. Dress- 
er of Greenville in thé Thirty-eighth Dis- 
trict; Frank Montgomery of Mattoon in 
the Fortieth District and of James Cobbel of 
Norris City in the Forty-fourth District, 

In return for these resignatniong the Dem- 
ocrats will allow the Populist the members 
of the House of Representatives in the fol- 
lowing, districts: The Thirty-eighth, For- 
tieth, Forty-third, Forty-fourth, Forty-fifth 
and the Forty-sixth. This necessitated the 
resignations of the following Democratic 
nominees in those districts: Obed E. Lovett 
of St. Elmo and Joseph P. Price of Irving 
in the Thirty-eighth; Joseph P. Barricklow 
of Arcola and Isaac B. Craig of Mattoon 
in the Fortieth District; H. B. Hussman 
of Effingham and Ed Stewart of Toledo in 
the Forty-third; M. W. Spencer of Carmi 
and B. 8. Organ of Mount Carmel in the 
Forty-fourth District; Duane Gaines of 
Newton and William Hart of Bell Air in the 
Forty-fifth District; Daniel’ R. Webb of 
Benton and Silas Biggerstaff of Belle Prairie 
in the Forty-sixth District. . 

This gives the Democrats the Congress- 
men, members of the Board of Equaliza- 
tion and State Senators, down to county 
officers in the above districts, while the 
Populists get the members of the House of 
Representatives in the same _ districts, 
which will give them control of the For- 
tieth General Assembly if elected. 

This deal has practically settled the fu- 
sion in the doubtful districts of the State, 
and will almost insure the election of a 
Populist or fused United States Senator 
to succeed Senator John M. Palmer. Other 
districts are being worked upon, among 
them those in the extreme southern tier of 
counties. The northern portion is already 
well cared for, and when the south igs 
booked: the battle will be awaited. The 
Populists will shortly place their men on 
the ticket in place of those withdrawn by 
the above deal. This change has sent cold 
chills down the spines of Republican lead- 
ers here and throughout the State, It ig 
considered a great deal.

STABILITY OF SILVER. 


Auditor E. P. Baldwin, of the United 
States Treasury, has compiled a table of 
statistics which show conclusively that 
silver possesses remarkable stability of 
value, and that since the discovery of 
America it has varied but little in ratio 
as compared with gold, its value having 
been maintained through coinage, in 
spite of the volume of production of 
either metal. It is a table that will be 
very useful to Democratic speakers, who 
can obtain copies of it from the Demo- 
cratic Congressional Committee at Wash- 


This table shows, among other things, 
the production of the precious metals 
from 1493 to 1895, dividing the time into 
three periods—to the discovery of gold in 
California, from that time down to the 
“crime of 1873,” and from that event to 
— stg cn day. This showing is ad fol- 
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period there were 31 ounces of silver pro- 
duced to 1 ounce of gold. After the 2 
discovery in 1849, the production of 
silver Was only about 6 ounces to 1 ounce 
of gold. In the third period, gold produc- | ¥ 
tion had fallen off so that the average 
was 17 ounces of silver to 1 of gold. 

In spite of the great variatiom between 
the prpduction of thegwo metals shown 
above, the ratio of value was upheld by 
coinage until 1878, so that during the first 
period it ranged between 14 to 1 and 16 to 
1. In the second period, though the pro- 
duction fell to 6 to 1, the value ratio 
ranged between 15.70 to 1 and 15.27 to 1.

SILVER OVERFLOW 


An audience that comfortably filled the 
Auditorium Convention Hall heard Bourke 
Cockran, the McKinley orator, talk for the 
yellow metal Monday night. 

The size of the audience was not so sig- 
nificant as the sentiment which seemed to 
pervade it. It wildly cheered every mention 
of William J. Bryan’s name. 

It was a “mixed crowd,” in the fullest 
meaning of the term. 

Theres were Wall street Democrats, 
tadpolo'“ Democrats of the vintage of 
72, McKinley shouters from the various 


Republican clubs, coupon clippers from th 
Rialto Building, members of the 
Campbell party, followers of that grand 
old bolter, Col. James O. Broadhead; Col. 
William eedy, Col. George J. Tansey 
and many enthusiastic free silver Bryan 
‘Democrats. 

And the Afro-American brother was 
there, too, cheek by jowl with the pluto- 
crats, who let him in because the order had 
gone out to fill the hall, no matter what the 
material. : 

‘When Bourke Cockran, whose three 
hours’ bath in the forenoon seemed to re- 
fresh him greatly, was presented to the 
crowd by Chairman Edward Cunningham, 
there was great curiosity to see him. 

It isn’t every night in the campaign that 
an orator bobs up who is paid $4,000 for each 
speech by the plutocrats of New York. 

And if these same plutocrats had heard 
their hired hand Monday night they would 
have said in concert: 

We paid too dearly for that whistle.” 

Mr. Cockran made the mistake of eating 
pate de foie gras before going to the hall. 

It evidently affected his digestion, and 
when, at the first mention of Mr. Bryan’s 
name by the paid orator from the New 
York the audience vigorously applauded, 
the choleric blood of the renegade Irishman 
chased itself wildly through his veins and 
he grew warm under his linen collar. 

When a man in the gallery was unkind 
enough to inquire solicitously: “How much 
is Mark Hanna paying you?“ the orator 
with a valet digressed from his speech. 

He sarcastically referred to the length of 
the ears and the size of the mouth of the 
man who made the query and branded him 
as a Populist. 

After returning his branding irons to the 
fire Mr. Cockran started to proceed. 

Unfortunately he again mentioned William 
J. Bryan and again the crowd went wild. 

Again the New Yorker named the Demo- 
cratic nominee and again and again the 
crowd wildly applauded. 

The situation grew embarrassing in the 
extreme for the plutocratie members of the 
Wall street wing of the Democratic party. 

They had invited Mr. Cockran to St. Louis 
to take a bath and talk to McKinley men, 
and here he was apparently paving the way 
for a Bryan ratification meeting. 

But their shouts of “Put em out, put em 
out,“ didn’t relieve the situation, for those 
who cheered for Bryan seemed nearly one- 
half the audience, . 

Mr, Cockran rose equal to the occasion. 
He indulged in a running conversazlone“ 
with the men in the gallery. 

When he wasn’t talking, they were, and as 
the sarcasm was about equally divided, it 
was amusing and diverting. 

Besides it relieved Mr. Cockran of the 
strain of carrying on a “gabfest’’ alone. 

In an*animated running debate between 
the gallery and the orator Mr. Cockran 
proceeded to “‘roast’’ the Populists to a turn 
and to vilify the members of the party 
whose votes Chauncey I. Mlle is trying to 
capture.

Hundreds of people attracted to the hall 
by the prospect of hearing a clever talk on 
the pending issue, heard the man who re- 
ceives $4,000 a speech from the Shylock 
Society of America recite an endless chain 
of dry statistical figures about the number 
of men who rode on street cars in St. Louis 
in 73, and the number who ride now: about 
the transfer system in St. Louis, of which 
the man who always rides in a carriage 
talked so eloquently; of the number of men 
engaged in “he factories of the city, as 
compared with the number in 73 

While the orator for pay was reciting 
figures about St. Louis hundreds of his au- 
dience were filing out. 

On the outside they joined the mass meet- 
ing composed of probably 5,000 people who

The police are looking for Paul Hemus, 
the man who was released a few hours af- 
ter his arrest in connection with the shoot- 
ing of a negro at 217 Center street at 2 
a. m. Monday. 

They also want to find the negro who has 
a bullet hole in his temple and may be 
dying in a place where it is not intended 
the police shall find him. But they have 
confidence that it will all come out in the 
burial permits. 

Lottie Henry is also missing. In fact all 
the police have left of the tragedy are the 
Dlood-smeared walls and floors in the Cen- 
ter street house. 

It is not clear why '‘Hemus was released. 

He told Detective McGrath shortly after 
his arrest that he came here from Butler, 


Pa., to see the town, and was lured into 
the Center street house by a negro. He re- 
tired with Lottie Henry. His guide slipped 
into the room and was going through his 
clothes when Hemus awoke and shot him. 
That was the story Hemus told McGrath. 
The detective went home ‘to breakfast, 
O'Malley interviewed Hemus and the 
prisoner told another story. He said he 
didn’t know who shot the negro. Capt. 
O’Malley accepted it as gospel truth and 
released Hemus and the negress. An hour 
later he heard what McGrath had been told. 
Officers were sent out on the case with

woman in and to locate the unknown and 
wounded negro.

Hemus probably left the city on the first 
train and the woman has secreted herself 
in one of the negro districts.
